Twvi V ital Things to Be Considered by 
Those Who Would See th * 
Greatest Progress and 
Advancement. 


W here Is found the greatest ad­ 
vancement and civilization there is 
also found among the people the high­ 
est type of fealty and love of home. 
The American homes are the most 
substantial 
pillars 
of 
the 
nation’s 
greatness, and in American citizen­ 
ship is found the bulwark of our re­ 
publican government. 
\\ here the homo life is ideal, there 
is found genuine patriotism which is 
always commensurate with the en­ 
lightenment and the domestic happi­ 
ness of the people. 
How important it 
is then that every 
safeguard 
bo 
thrown about the home, which is the 
hotbed where are produced for devel­ 
opment all the strength that is neces­ 
sary tor the perpetuation of a govern­ 
ment and tile maintenance of a na­ 
tion's greatness. 
The student who will study into 
conditions cf the countries that are 
continually wrecked by internal tar 
anoil, such as Russia and the Central 
American republics, will discover the 
homes are far from ideal homes, and 
that there is an absence of the love 
of country that should be found in the 
hearts of its citizens. There is a duty 
that involves upon all, and which is 
tine to the generations growing and to 
come. 
The duty is to surround the 
home with such environments as will 
make it attractive and develop in the 
growing youth the highest qualities of 
manhood and womanhood. Where the 
people are oppressed by 
monarchy 
and feudalism there is no incentive to 
develop the highest state of home life. 
In America where all are upon an 
equal plane and opportunities are 
open to every citizen, and where the 
people are secure in their rights to 
homes, there is every reason 
why 
each one should make the greatest en­ 
deavor to found for himself and his 
progeny a residence place that will 
he sure from intrusion and be an in­ 
centive to higher mental and social 
development. 
Education is all important and no 
other country in the world offers to 
all such glorious advantages to re­ 
ceive enlightenment as does the Unit­ 
ed States. 
It is important that the 
home be located near good schools. 
Good schools are 
generally 
found 
where there are good homes and good 
towns. 
The quality of citizenship of a 
community can generally be gaged by 
the standard of its educational insti­ 
tutions. 
It is important to the home 
builder that the town wherein he is lo­ 
cated or which he may reside near, 
he a progressive place. 
And the bet­ 
ter that this town be. the better will 
be its educational facilities for the 
youth. 
It is essential to the greatest 
good of 5 community that it be real­ 
ized by all residing within it that the 
more wealthy it can be made, the 
greater will be its advantages both as 
to education and otherwise. 
By sup­ 
port to home institutions the home is 
made better in every way. 
Patriotic 
citizens will make it their first aim to 
he loyal to their own home interests 
and then their state and nation. 
One 
who is loyal to home is generally 
faithful in the performance of all the 
duties that good citizenship Implies.

for him to spend his money in.”

Killing the Small Towns. 
It is impossible to build up towns 
without there being business to em­ 
ploy the people who reside in them. 
The mail order system of doing busi­ 
ness is kil’mg off the small town, and 
a s a result the farmers residing near 
them suffer by having a poor market, 
And poor schools and other blessings 
of the kind that go with the live town. 
Not alone this but farm values are 
kept down. 


That person who takes no Interest 
in affairs of his fellow ni^r., who fails 
to keep himself informed as to what 
is transpiring around him, is far from 
being either progressive 
or 
well-in­ 
formed. These days when papers and 
magazines are so plentiful and 
so 
cheap, there is little excuse for tho 
average person not keeping closely in 
touch with events, and particularly 
keeping enlightened as 
to what 
is 
transpiring that may affect his o v a 
individual interests. 
One of the great beauties, and an 
extraordinary privilege of our Amer­ 
ican form of government, is the right 
of ever citizen to take a part in pub­ 
lic affairs and particularly 
in 
gov­ 
ernmental transactions. 
How many 
follow party leaders, perhaps blindly, 
and too late find that they made er­ 
rors through not having understood 
the situation? 
How many who are 
negligent in the study of measures 
that are brought up for consideration 
both by state and national legislative 
bodies, and too late find that unwise 
laws were enacted that directly 
op­ 
pressed certain 
classes to the 
ad­ 
vantage of others? How many people 
are gathered In by alluring promises 
made in the finely printed literature 
sent broadcast through 
the 
country 
for the purpose 
of exploitation 
of 
fraudulent 
stock 
companies, 
Just 
through not keeping informed as to 
tin* means and methods employed by 
schemers to entrap .the unwary? 
It 
is conservatively estimated that each 
year more than $50,000,000, are taken 
from the earnings of the people just 
through the operations of 
fraudulent 
mining, oil, insurance and like 
con­ 
cerns. 
It would be impossible for the 
promoters of such frauds to exist were 
the people careful 
readers 
of 
the 
newspapers and the magazines, the 
pages of which are filled with ac­ 
counts of the doings 
of 
“get-rich- 
quick" schemes. 
These days there 
is every 
oppor­ 
tunity 
for self-improvement. 
Rural 
deliveries carry papers to the most 
remote farms, and telephones connect 
the farmhouses in the average 
com­ 
munity. 
lf the people were only to 
utilize the means so close at hand, 
and to take the time to read, and ex­ 
amine into such propositions as inter­ 
est them, there would be less cause 
for complaint on the part of those 
who perchance get their “fingers blis­ 
tered.'' 
It is evident from the success 
that exploiters of schemes meet with. 
that the majority of people lack good 
business judgment, or that they are 
blinded by some inherent gambling de­ 
sire. 
it is always a safe plan to avoid 
any investment that offers more than 
legitimate returns on an investment. 
Any proposition that will pay even 
ten per cent, a year, and where the 
principal is secured, can find all the 
capital that may be required for its 
operation, without calling 
upon 
the 
general public. 
It is only the uncer­ 
tain kind of investments, the ones 
that are a “gamble,” such as mining, 
and the like, that are most prominent 
in the advertising columns of the pa­ 
pers. The basis on which the promot­ 
ers work. is the inclination of the peo­ 
ple to seek great returns for little 
money. 
It is the same sentiment that 
allows numerous 
establishments 
lo­ 
cated in different parts of the country 
to dispose of cheap goods at enormous 
profits through holding out to the peo­ 
ple 
the 
promise 
of 
extraordinary 
values. 
The well-informed man WHI 
avoid all kinds of investment schemes 
that are designed to draw money from 
the pockets of the people, 
and 
will 
also refuse to buy any “pigs in hags.” 
it m atters not whether the m atter of 
barter be stocks and bonds or the nec­ 
essaries of life.

Have the impor­

port instilled into the minds of the 
farmers in general, and there will be 
a rapid falling off of the catalogue 
house patronage. 


Importance of Good Roads. 
The town that has good roads lead­ 
ing to it is blessed. 
Surely there is 
no more disagreeable thing, nor any­ 
thing more adverse to the business 
interests of a place than impassable 
boggy roads. 
There is a little excuse 
in the well settled community for poor 
roads. 
It may in the beginning be 
somewhat expensive to put the roads 
in order, but in the end it will prove 
that the saving in wear and tear on 
wagons and horses will well repay a1! 
the additional expense. 
And to the 
town good roads are almost vital. The 
average farmer would rather drive 
three or four miles farther to a town 
over good roads than do his trading 
whim it is necessary to go hub deep in 
mud to the nearer place.

BOY HAS PLAN TO FEED HORSES. 


Automatic Labor-Saving Device lathe 
W ork of Fourteen-Year-Oid. 


Middlehoro, Mass.—One of the most | 
unique displays in the home work de­ 
partm ent at tho recent exhibition giv­ 
en by the pupils of the public schools 
was the automatic horse feeder made 
by Arthur Ripley, a 14 year-old high 
school student. Visiting teachers and 
superintendents were much interest­ 
ed in this labor-saving device, and the 
young electrician was kept busy dur­ 
ing the exhibition explaining his feed­ 
er and demonstrating its usefulness. 
It consisted of a large box with two 
pavilions for the different kinds of 
grain, the bottom of which was hung 
on hinges. 
A lever which held the 
bottom in position was connected wit Ii 
the alarm gear of a common alarm 
clock, which wras put in a small box 
on tho side of the 
grain 
receptacle. 
The time of the clock in front corre­ 
sponded with the time on the clock in­ 
side the box. 
The alarm is set at the time the 
horses are to be fed, and the farmer 
could then go about his other work, 
and at the proper time 
the 
alarm 
would go off, releasing the lever and 
dropping the bottom of the box, which 
allowed the grain to fall into the 
manger in front of the horse. A small 
electric light is attached to the upper 
side of the clock box, which shows the 
farmer where the box is without a 
lantern, so that the possibility of set­ 
ting fire to the barn is averted. 
Each 
day the box is filled with grain and 
the lever adjusted.

young electrician was kept busy dur- 
ing tho exhibition explaining his feed- 
er and demonstrating Its usefulness. 


It consisted of a large box with two 


pavilions for the different kinds of 
grain, the bottom of which was hung 
on hinges. 
A lever which held the 


bottom in position was connected with 
the alarm gear of a common alarm 
clock, which was put In a small box 
on the side ot tho grain 
receptacle. 


The time of the clock In front cm-re 
sponded with the time on the clock in- 
side the box. 


The alarm Is set at the time the 


horses are to be fed. and tho farmer 
could then go about his other work. 
and at tho proper time 
the 
alarm 


would go off, releasing the lever and 
dropping the bottom of the box, which 
allowed the grain to fall Into the 
manger in front of the horse. A small 
"electric light is attached to the upper 
side of the clock box, which shows the 
farmer where the box is without a 
lantern, so that the possibility of set- 
ting fire to the barn is averted. Each 
day the box is filled with grain and 
the lever adjusted.

public schools to find out exactly how 
many would need glasses. Commis- 
sioner Stern said he estimated at 
least 100,000 children would require 
spectacles.

received $15 a week. 


Then came her opportunity. 
Mr. 


Lederer put "The Belle of New York" 
on the stage, and Miss May was cast 
for the supposedly secondary part of 
the Salvation Army Maid. But from 
the rising of the curtain the demure 
little maid in tho poke bonnet became 
the star of the play. 
The musical 


comedy ran for months, and Edna 
May continued to Increase her popu- 
larity. 


While both she and 
the 
comedy 


were at the height of popular favor 
Mr. Lederer decided to 
transplant 


both to London. And In the English 
capital her uucccas was even greater 
than In New York. 
Her pictures' ap-

Importance of Good Roads. 


The town that has good roads lead- 


Ing to It Is blessed. 
Surely there Is 


no more disagreeable thing, nor any- 
thing more adverse to the business 
Interests of a place than impassable 
boggy roads. There is a little excuse 
in the weil settled community for poor 
roads. 
It may In the beginning be 


somewhat expensive to put the roads 
In order, hut in the end It will prove 
that the saving In wear and tear on 
wagons and horses will well repay all 
the additional expense. 
And to the 


town good roads are almost vital. The 
average farmer would rather drive 
three or four miles farther to a town 
over good roads than do his trading 
when it Is necessary to go hub deep In 
mud to the nearer place. 


Automatic Labor-Saving Device Is the 


Work of Fourteen-Year-Old. 


Mlddlehoro, Mass.—One of the most 


unique displays In tho home woik de- 
partment at the recent exhibition giv- 
en by tho pupils of tho public schools 
was the automatic horse feeder made 
by Arthur Kiplcy. a 14-year-old high 
school student. Visiting teachers and 
superintendents were much interest- 
ed In this labor-saving device, and the 
young electrician was kept busy dur- 
ing tho exhibition explaining his feed- 
er and demonstrating its usefulness. 


It consisted of a large box with two 


pavilions for the different kinds of 
grain, the bottom of which was hung 
on hinges. 
A lever which held the 


bottom in position was connected with 
the alarm gear of a common alarm 
clock, which was put In a small box 
on the side of tho grain receptacle. 
The time of the clock in front cm-re 
sponded with the time on tho clock in- 
side the box. 


The alarm Is set at the time the 


horses are to be fed. and the farmer 
could then go about his other work. 
and at tho proper time 
the 
alarm 


would go off, releasing the lever and 
dropping the bottom of the box, which 
allowed the grain to fall into the 
manger In front of the horse. A small 
"electric light Is attached to the upper 
side of the clock box, which shows the 
farmer where tho box is without a 
lantern, so that the possibility of set- 
ting fire to the barn Is averted. Each 
day the box is filled with grain and 
the lever adjusted.

coffee, extracts and canned goods 
sent out by a premium giving concern 
were examined by chemists in Mlfl* 
sourl and In South Dakota and fotmd 
to be greatly adulterated. These goods 
were sold at prices as high as the 
local grocers charge for the best class 
of articles.

New York.—The board of education 


has voted to ask the health depart- 
ment to make an expert examination 
of the eyes of all the children In the 
public schools to find out exactly how 
many would need glasses. Commis- 
sioner Stern said he estimated at 
least 100,000 children would require 
spectacles.

A FIND IN ANCIENT RHODES. 


Rock Carved in Relief of a Greek Ship 


Discovered by Danish Explorers. 


New York—Tho Ro\al Academy of 


Sciences and Letters at Copenhagen 
is reaping a rich reward from the ex- 
ptMtitlon it sent in 1902 to Lituloc. a 
&mall town on tho 
south coa.-it of 


Rhodes, once a groat island home of 
Greek culture In the Aegan ana Since 
the Du:ied began to dig deep into its 


Relief Carving of Ancient Greek Ship. 


soil they have unearthed the larger 
part of its beautiful Acropolis, a line 
templo and ancient stairway of re 
markable workmanship and an enor- 
mous amount of statuettes, vases and 
other antiquities. 


The Acropolis of Lindos was espe- 


cially rich in tho signatures of artists 
who had beautified it. 
Before the 


Danes begun their work only 13- of 
these signatures had been found, but 
tho Danish explorers have added 74 
names of men, several of whom zuado 
reputations that still survive. 


The most curious fllscovcry of all Is 


described and pictured in tho last 
report of the society. V/hlle the party 


^ 
were excavating along the faco of an 
ancient wail built some 200 years be- 
fore the Christian era, they came to 
the edge of a carving in the rock. 


They followed it eagerly for clays 


before they knew certainly what it 
represented. 
Finally they 
brought 


*he whole carving into view and 
It 


proved to be a representation in re 
jfeC of the stern of an ancient Gre- 
cian vessel. 


A plaster cast made from it is now 


^ In the museum at Copenhagen and ex- 


perts who have seen either the ori« 
inal at Lindos or the cast at Copen- 
hagen eay that it is a faithful repre- 
sentation of an ancient ship. 
The 


relief is ia nowrespect embellished for 
decorative effect, but is a reproduc- 
tion, perhaps on a .slightly smaller 
scale, of the stern of a Greek vessel 
c? the Hellenic epoch.

Then came her opportunity.

Lederer put "The Belle of New York" 
on the stage, and Miss May was cast 
for the supposedly secondary part ot 
the Salvation Army Maid. But from 
the rising of the curtain the demure 
little maid in tho poke bonnet became 
the star of the play. 
The musical 


comedy ran for months, and Edna 
May continued to Increase her popu- 
larity. 


While both she and

were at the height of popular favor 
Mr. Lederer decided to

And In the English 
capital her «ucccas was even greater 
than In New York.
